A Matter ot News. 

Friday’s Constitution contained a re- 
port of the yote by which Major John 
W. Daniel was nominated for governor 
of Virginia—a report of all the ballots 
had for governor in the democratic con- 
vention of that state. 

lt also contained a report of the Mis- 
sissippi democratic convention down to 
and including the twentieth ballot, giv- 
ing a clear idea of the bitter conflict bLe- 
tween the liberals and extremists of the 
state and of the fight between Governor 
Stone and Major Barksdale for the gu- 
bernatorial nomination. 

It also contained dispatches from three 
North Carolina towns, giving the vote on 
the prohibition bill in eleven towns and 
counties, and a clear and definite account 
of the regnit. 

The Macon Daily Drouth 
give the news from all parts of the world 
up so “three or four o’clock in the morn- 
“ing, and yet it did not have a 
word of news from the Mississippi 
convention; not a word about the ballots 
in the Virginia convention; not a return 
from any North Carolina town. 

ur other state contemporaries did not 
do much better than the Drouth, but 
none of them claim to give “the news 
“from all parts of the world up to three 
“or four o'clock in the morning.”’

The unanimous, almost spontaneous, 
nomination of Mr. John W. Daniel, of 
Lynehburg, by the democrats of Virginia 
for governor, is a happy beginning of 
what promises to be a triumphant cam- 
pwign. Mr. Daniel was recently appoint- 
ed attorney for the Richmond and Alle- 
ghany railroad, and did not desire the 
nomination. He made no canvass, and 
not a delegate was pledged to vote for 
him; and yet on the second ballot he was 
unanimously neminated. He has ac- 
cepted the nomination and from this 
time on the democrats will have the ben- 
efit of his popular appeals on the stump. 
He ig still on the sunny side of forty, 
and the state does not contain a more 
eloquent or brilliant man. Mr. Cameron, 
the readjuster candidate, is also a good 
speaker, and a joint canvass would be 
something memorable. Mr. Daniel would 
g0 into such a canvass on an admirable 
platform. The democrats are pledged to 
an honest ballot and a fair count, to an 
efficient support of the public school sys- 
tem, and to the maintenance of the pub- 
lie credit by the funding of the entire 
state d. bt in three per cents, thus avoid- 
ing both increased taxation and 
repudiation. The honor of the state 
would thus be preserved through a just 
settlement with her creditors, while the 
burden of taxation would not be in- 
creased. Such a platform must commend 
itself to the progressive and fair-minded 
voters of the state. 

Mahone’s campaign has thus far been 
a flat failure; but he hopes to get a lift at 
Lynchburg on the 10th instant, when the 
republicans meet in convention. He ex- 
pects to capture the convention and se-

THE SENATE.

Mr. McDaniel, chairman of the commit- 
tee on judiciary, submitted a report 
certain bills, which was read.

Qae hundred copies of the bill for a cor 
rect assessinent of property were ordered to 
be printed for the use of the senate.

THE ADDRESS OF DR, CURRY. 

The address of Dr. J. L. M. Curry, general 
agent of the Peabody fund, to the general 
assembly yesterday was literally a master- 
prece of though<« and eloquence, and was 
so voted by the legislators and the crowded 
galleries which for an hour and twenty 
minutes listened to it with demonstrative 


easure. 

Dr. Curry entered the hall attended by 
the governor, State School Commissioner 
Orr and ChielJ-ustice Jackson. He was 
received so warmly that he must have felt 
sure that he still a good hold on the 
state of his nativity. 

The meeting was called to order by Dr. 
Orr, who introduced Dr. Curry, as a native 
of Georgia, and in a very complimentary 
manner. 
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: the Crawfords, the Jacksons. sree, ay- 
ton, Forsyth, Berrien and the Cobbs, and 
the illustrious worthies which this sate 

has contributed to the company of the im 
mortals of this land. And this thought 
suggests what I shall say. To be & 
representative of a free people is & 
trust that any man may 
covet and the rightful discharge of which 
is enough for the ambition of any Ameri- 
can citizen, You desire to keep your state 
abreast with the most progressive commu- 
nities of the land. Tne moral, physical 
and intellectual welfare of a people are 16 
a great degree in the hands of the legisia- 
tures. I bave noticed in the press and 
in conversations slurs cast upon 
the noble sciences of politics, the science of 
government, the grandest of ajl sciences 
It should be the ambition of every true 
mar) in the position of a legislator to be a 
representative and nota mere deputy. He 
should jook ahead and see what is coming 
and as far ashe may provide for it. His 
politics should not be made upof whisky 
and demagoguery, but of great far- 
reaching thoughts which he ought to 
work out for the benefit of the state 
The general idea of legislative duties and 
fanctions is too narrow. Georgia with her 
superb natural resources, may well com- 
mand your careful attention, but there is 
something more important than this [tis 
the million and a half of men and women 
whoare to develop these resources (Ap- 
plause.|} Where is the wealth of Georgia? 
l read the comptroller’s report and that 
masterly document, one of the ablest state 
papers of the age. the report of the railroad 
commissioners, [applause] and there I fail 
to see ithe true wealth of Georgia. The 
v ealth of Georgia is the brains of Georgia. 

Applause | 

The proportion of well taught chil- 
dren is the measure of the civilization of 
each people. { Appiause, | 

What is,the end of government? All this 
machinery isa means toan end. [tis the end 
of government to secure life and property. 
There are two methods. One is the Rus- 
sian or hangman’s method. Russia spends 
mr ore money for police and spies than she 
does for education. The other method is 
the American idea orthe development of 
the individual man. I affirm here in the 
présence of governor, of supreme court, of 
general assem bly and of the 
press, that great lever power, next 
to the pulpit, the greatest power 
in the land. I affirm that for every dollar 
you give to education you have to give four 
or fivesto jails and prosecutions. [Ap- 
plauve.| I have said that the brain power 
of Georgia Is its wealth. Aljl are entitled 
tothe development of this power. Thank 
God there is no exciusive rizht in mind, 
A poet bas said that a free born American 
could shake hands with a king on the 
throne and feel that his majesty was 
honored [Applause.| There is no aris- 
tocracy of mind, I heard, when a boy, 
Bancroft, the historian, define democracy 
to ba the supremacy of man over his acci- 
denis Society demands the development 
ofevery brain and the best use of every 
one of its members [Applause.] I hear 
men say that -education unfits 
men for certain duties, but I 
have noticed that they take 
care to place the restrictions on other peo 
le’s children and not their own 
Chis is a government of the popular will, of 
the people, by the people, and for the peo 
ple. it is an experiment not yet fully 
worked out. If the royal families of the old 
world were io keep their children in 
ignorance it would be regarded as the high- 
est treason. Here weall belongtotheroyal 
family and it is treason in us todo so.

You 
study political economy and thisk of the 
production and uses of wealth, and I state 
a mere platitude whenl say that the high 
est systein is that which produces most and 
expends least. And shall we talk of soit 
or hard money, labor and capi 
tal; rent and tariff, without consid 
ering the great question of education. 
Ihave not acopy of ‘lH Constitution but I 
will state that every day the New York 
Herald rolls off twenty-five miles of paper 
and not a hand touches it, forit is done by 
machinery made and regulated by skilled 
labor. There are seventeen distinct inven- 
tions used in making shoes. The real issue 
is this: General education is a condition on 
which the success of man, the peace of soci- 
ety and the safety of government depend. 
This can only be had by a system of public 
schools. This is the only means that has 
ever been found toaccomplishthis end. A 
system of free schools, graded and open to 
all, is theduty of every state. { Applause. | 
A good system involves a state superintena- 
ent, a county superintendent, and good 
teachers. Youcan’trun it without money. 
Your state superintendent says he has yet 
to learn that the same amount of money 
has ever been expended anywhere with as 
good resuitsas in Georgia, To make an effi- 
cient system you must have paid county 
superinteudents. You need one million 
dollars annually for your schools in Geor- 
gia. A million thus expended would save 
itself in decreased expenses of jails and 
prosecutions, and wouid increase the wealth 
of Georgia beyondall computation.

The city of Richmond once paid an 
average of $49 to educate pupils in private 
schools and now pays only $13 
for pupilsin public schools. Your school 
superinteodent, your governor, your judges 
die, but the stateof Georgia never dies, and 
you want your school system as permanent 
as your office of governor Pubiic schools 
are the only means of universal education. 
That is possible, for in Saxony the census 
failed to find a single person over ten 
years old that conld not read. What all 
our schools? Sunday schools and secular 
schools need, is improved methods of teach- 
ing. Up in Virginia they think that any- 
body can teach school or go to cougress 
[Uaughter}] AsI have done both you can 
apply the remark tome. [Laughter } You 
need trained teachers. You train men to 
law and tothe pulpit. In the name of 
humanity, in the name of childhood, why 
not train men to teach? In the child is a 
host of undeveloped possi bilities. 
If you wanta boree sh. d do you send him 
toalawyer? Do you go toa biacksmith to 
have teeth pulled’? You send to men skilled 
in those arts. You stand at Tallulah and 
think it grander than Niagara. You stand 
on Stone mountain and catcno its giorious 
view.

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THE LAWLESS FAR WEST. 


Bull Run Rusaseli’s Account of the 


sas and Colurado 
Correspondence of the London Morning Post. 
Kansas Ciry, June 19.—As I looked at 


on the fine in the desert, aud thought o° 


the unforcunares, and with wonder at ‘‘the 
dispensation’ under which they live. The 
faces vou see are fine and bold enough, 
bearded to the cheek, or shaved in the 
American fashion, with bold staring eyes, 
which ‘look square’ in your own, 
with) @ general expression, ‘Do 
you/ want a fight?’ in them—the 
hexds to which they belong set gen- 
erally on muscular bodies. “There ain’t 
no use in a wealiby chap trying life here,”’ 
said one to me, ‘‘leastwise::f he tries, he 
won't last it, Pil be bound.’ If a gang of 
these men think fit to ge onan Indian re 
servation—the very name is too often bitter 
mockery—who is to stop them? {ff t.e 
indians try to do so, and one of the white 
intruders is killed, the country side rings 
with cries of ‘Vengeance for the messacre 
of our brethren,”’ and all the papers are 
filled with accounts of ‘‘Anuother Indian 
outbregk Of this Indian question I io 
tend to write hereafter. What I row 
wish to point out is the discredit 
able condition in which the central 
government and state government have 
permitted many districts of New Mexico, 
Colorado, California and Texas to remain. 
Not that | can hope they will remedy it at 
once, but that they may learn how such 
things strike people from a country whence 
they: are anxious to import labor and 
capital. And I write fully sensible of the 
failures of ourown andofall European 
governments torepress crime, to prevent 
violence, and to insure security to life 
and property. Iam aware that Ireland 
and Poland are to the foire,and the wife- 
beating and ‘“‘running kicks’’ illustiate 
the brutality of Lancashire and other 
districts—that London has yet its Aisatias, 
and that every European capital has 
foul recesses in which the only laws are 
those of crime. It is plain that the pecu- 
liar conditions under which the sway of 
the United States has been extended over 
the region of the far west have rendered it 
very difticult to establishjthe machinery for 
protecting life and property and punishing 
crime, but Ido not seethat the statesmen 
at Wasbington or the legislators at the state 
capliais are very mush concerned at the 
reign of terror which prevails on the bor- 
ders, or that they seek to impress on their 
people any regard for the sacredness of life. 
In fact, human life js almost a drug in the 
market. All tbe world is busy preparing 
shoals of emigrants forthe United States. 
It is only when some savage outbreak, 
affrighting the propriety of a great 
city, arouses indignation and fear that there 
isa clamor for measures of repression. | 
do not think that there is in any other part 
of the world, or that there ever has been in 
any civilized country, such shootings, stab- 
bings and murderings as haye filled the 
land to which I aliude with bloodshed. It 
may be said (I think with truth) that there 
never have been, and that there are not any 
similar conditions in the world. But the 
absence of any great abiding movement for 
the correction and suppression of violence 
and lawlessness cannot be readi! y accounted 
for orexcused. The center of population 
is moving fast westward. Since 1860 it 
has moved 457 miles, and it is now 
eight miles west. by south of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, but the far west in certain 
parts is in a state of which the eastern 
states are ignorant. There appears to be a 
sort of admiration for these border ruffians 


public. Even a staid paper like the Repnb- 
lican, in an article headed “Southeast Mis- 
souri—the Reign of Lawlessness about 
Ended,” on the destruction of the New 
Madrid gang, writes of one who was sent 
to the penitentiary for thirty years “‘as a 
living monument of a bold and brave lot of 
desperate men who had started out to make 
money by robbing their fellow men. This 
swift and stern justice speaks well! for this 
portion of the states, which has had 
for a long time more than iis full 
quota of these lawless charac 
ters. Myers and Brown will be hung on 
the 15th of July, and their execution wil! 
be witnessed gy Be cnn of southeastern 
Missourians. ighway robbery here has 
aboutrun its courses, and the people are 
ane — lawlessness in these re- 
gions shall no longer go unwhi of 
justice.” Very good. But why aavienene 
and long ago? “Rhodes was hung by 
Jadge Lynch when captured at the killing 
of young Laforge in New Madrid ;” but the 
gang kilied the sheriff and wounded the 
deputy sheriff and collector before ihe peo- 
ple arose in their majesty to squeich them 
The spectacie of the hanging will not do 
much ,ifit be like the execution at 
Colo springs, which was advertised as 
a sort of picnic or pleasure excursion.
